However, if a home is vacant, open
and accessible and is also being ac-
cessed by unauthorized persons,
Code Enforcement can respond and
ensure that the property is secured.
Contact the Police Department if you
see any illegal activity.

Property maintenance whether va-

cant or occupied must be main-
tained at all times. Please keep all
play areas, gardens, flower beds,
unpaved driveways, walkways,
and the like, free of vegetative
cover and should be clearly de-
fined and maintained free of un-

cultivated growth.
